New York, Get. 2-5.—Fire broke out 
yesterday afternoon at Pier 89, East 
river, Brooklyn, aud did damage to the 
amount of #500.000. 
Pier 89 adjoins the naval stores of 
George L. Hammond, extending from 
Coffee to Waloott streets. 
At Pier 39 
the 4-masted British ship Audoreuha 
was lying, discharging a cargo com­ 
posed principally of jute butts, salt­ 
petre, shellac aud raw silk. 
A north 
wind fanned the flames fiercely and iu 
a few minutes the waterfront for four 
blocks, extending from 
Vandyke to 
Walcott streets, was ablaze. 
Three 
alarms and special calls were sent out, 
bringing to the scene of the conflagra­ 
tion all the fire apparatus in the lower 
half of the city, together with four fire­ 
boats from Manhattan aud the two be­ 
longing to Brooklyn. 
Heavy black smoke settled over the 
East river as far north as Long Island 
sound aud extended over the lower part 
of Brooklyn so it became necessary to 
light lamps in business houses. 
Among the heaviest losses is that of 
George L. Hammond, owner of the 
naval stores, which is placed at $100,* 
OOO. 
The Andorenha is owned by F. 
W. Roberts of Liverpool, Eng., aud 
valued at #300,000. 
She was consigned 
to Ralii Bros., commission merchants. 
The blazing vessel was towed down 
to the Gowanus flats and probably will 
prove a total loss. The Brooklyn W harf 
and Warehouse 00 m pa ay, according to 
the best estimates, will lose #150,000. 
The 
8-masted 
schooner Wacamaw, 
loaded with benzine, alcohol and tur­ 
pentine, which arrived from George­ 
town, S. C., earlier in the day, and was 
tied up at the foot of Coffee street, took 
fire and was towed out into the stream 
where the flames were extinguished. 
A large part of the cargo of the 
Anoderuha had been discharged, aud 
when the fire started two lighters were 
loaded with jute from her hold and tied 
between piers 30 and 40. 
The loss to 
these lighters will be about #25,000. 
Inspector of the fire departm ent last 
night said a number of the employes of 
the Hammond s scores declare the tire 
originated in the hold of the Auodernha. 
The sailors, however, say the fire started 
in the bales of jute on the pier. 
So rapidly did the fire spread that the 
sailors aboard the craft were compelled 
to jum p into the water to save them­ 
selves.

The German-American stores had 500 
bales of cotton and 2,500 bales of jute 
stored in pier 89, all of which was de­ 
stroyed.

NICARAGUA HAS 


How free silver works has benn de 
sort bad by W 
NT 
Hart on. who re' 
Gently returned from Nicaragua, where 
he went with the canal com mission. 
"The standard Olin of Nicaragua,” he 
said, "is the sol, represented in paper 
by the peso. 
The sol contain* more sib 
ver than too American dollar, yet the 
value of the latter in that country usual­ 
ly fluctuates lietweeu #2.50 and #3.20 in 
Nicaraguan money. 
“On the Atlantic coast tho sol is worth 
between 25 and 50 cents more than in 
the interior, and many men make a 
business of buying silver coin ia the 
interior, just as they would buy bananas 
and pineapples, and selling it on the 
coast. 
"American silver dollars and silver 
certificates pass at par with gold in 
Nicaragua, and the business men are 
all aniious to get our coin or govern­ 
ment paper, because it has a fixed value. 
“The value of the Nicaraguan money 
is constantly shifting, and it is difficult 
for a man to tell what the money in his 
pooket is worth. 
“The value of Nicaraguan money de­ 
pends on the locality, even though the 
oonntry is small. 
I had a check cashed 
in an inland town, and received #8.06 
in Nicaraguan money for each dollar 
my warrant called for. 
The same day 
another man with the commission had 
a w arrant oashed in Greytown, on the 
coast, and received only #2.65 on oaoh 
dollar. 
“ The English sovereign is valued 
more highly than it is in this oountry, 
being worth #5 in American money. 
One has to watch his money carefully. 
Guatemalan silver is quite extensively 
circulated in Nicaragua, aud 20 oents 
of the money of the first named country 
is worth 25 cents in Nicaraguan cur­ 
rency.”

“ Hitherto, in peace and in war, with 
additions to our territory and slight 
changes in our laws, we have steadily 
enforced the spirit of the constitution, 
secured to us by the noble self-sacrifice 
and farseeing sagacity of our ancestors. 
“ We have made the triumphs of our 
system of government in the progress 
and prosperity of our people an inspira­ 
tion to the whole hninan race. 
Con­ 
fronted at this moment by new and 
grave problems, we mast recognize that 
their solution will affect not ourselves 
alone, but others of the family of na­ 
tions. 
“ In this age of frequent interchange 
and m utual dependency, we cannot 
shirk our international responsibilities, 
if we would; they must be met with 
oourage and wisdom aud we must fol­ 
low duty, even if desire opposes. 
“ We must avoid the temptation of un­ 
due aggression and aim to secure only 
such results as will promote our own 
and the general good. 
“ We never enter upon war until ef­ 
fort for peace without it has been ex­ 
hausted. 
Ours has never been a mili­ 
tary government. 
Peace, with whose 
blessings we have been so singularly 
favored, is the national desire, and the 
goal of every American aspiration. 
“The war was no more invited by us 
than were the questions which are laid 
at our door by its results. Now, as then, 
we will do our duty. The problems will 
not be solved in a d ay .J Patience will 
be required; patience, combined with 
sincerity of purpose and unshaken reso­ 
lution to do right, seeking only the 
highest good of the nation aud recog­ 
nizing no other obligation, pursuing no 
other path but that of duty. 
“ Patriotism banished party feeling; 
#50,000,000 for the national defense was 
appropriated, without debate or divis­ 
ion, as a matter of course, and as only a 
mere indication of our mighty reserve 
power. 
“ But if this is true of the beginning, 
what shall we say of it now, v.ith hos­ 
tilities suspended and peaoe near at 
hand, as we fervently hope? 
“ Above all and beyond all. the valor 
of the American army aud the bravery 
of the American navy and the majesty 
of the American name stand forth in 
unsullied glory, while the humanity of 
our purposes and the magnanimity of 
our conduct have given to war, always 
horrible, touches of noble generosity. 
Passion and bitterness formed no part 
of our impelling motive, and it is grati­ 
fying to leel that humanity triumphed 
at every step of the w ar1# progress. 
“The intelligent, loyal, indomitable 
soldier and sailor and murine, regular 
aud volunteer, are entitled to equal 
praise as having done "heir whole duty, 
whether at home or under the baptism 
of foreign fire. 
“ Who will dim the splendor of then 
achievements? 
“ Who will withhold from them their 
wellearned distinction? 
“ Who will intrude detraction at this 
time to belute tile manly spirit of 
American youth and impair the useful­ 
ness of the American navy? 
“ Who will embarrass the govern­ 
ment by sowing seeds of dissatisfaction 
among the brave men who stand ready 
to serve aud die, if need be, for their 
country ? 
“ Who will darkeu the councils of the 
republic in this hour requiring the unit­ 
ed wisdom of all? 
“ Shall we deny to ourselves what the 
rest of the world so freely and so justly 
accords to us? 
“The men who endured in the short, 
but decisive struggle, its hardships, its 
privations, whether in the field or in 
camp, whether on ships or in siege, 
planned and achieved its victories, will 
never tolerate impeachment, either di­ 
rect or indirect, of those who won a 
peace whose great gain to civilization is 
yet unknown and unw ritten.”
